ORDER WITHDRAWING NOTICE OF REPRESENTATION  
HEARING AND DISMISSING PETITION 

 
 
  Pursuant to a petition filed on December 17, 2004, in connection with the above-

captioned matter, a Notice of Representation Hearing issued on December 17, 2004.  No hearing 

has been held to date.  An administrative investigation of certain relevant issues discloses that 

employees in the petitioned-for unit (locksmith seniors), are part of a much larger unit 

encompassing inter alia all employees who are engaged in the manufacture of aircraft, missiles, 

spacecraft, anti-submarine warfare and oceans systems and related products which are operated 

by the Company within Los Angeles, Kern, Ventura, San Bernardino and Orange Counties 

within the State of California. Inasmuch as Petitioner’s proposed unit is not coextensive with the 

well established existing bargaining unit which includes the locksmith senior classification, I 

conclude that further processing of the instant petition is unwarranted. Accordingly,  

  IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that the Notice of Representation Hearing previously 

issued in this matter be, and it hereby is, withdrawn, and 
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  IT IS FURTHER ORDERED that the petition for representation be, and it hereby 

is, dismissed.1/
